LONDON, Sopt. 10. — A meeting of the 
striking workmen was held at Tower 
Hill to-day. Mr. Tillet, one of the 
leaders of the strike, and founder of 
the dock laborers union, addressed tho 
strikers, lie said ho believed that the 
mediation of Cardinal Manning between 
the men and their employers would re- 
sult in an early settlement of the ques- 
tion in dispute between them. John 
Burns announced the receipt of a num- 
ber of subscriptions from Australia for 
thu benefit of the strikers. He said 
that t he workmen of America had for- 
warded .sentiment and sympathy enough 
to encircle the globe if it were commit- 
ted to paper, hut not a single cent to 
relieve I lie wants of their fellow work- 
men. Ho was ashamed of the organized 
workingmen of America. 

Curd I mi I Manning's Intervention Falls. 

London', Sept. 10. — Tho second com- 
promise submitted to t he strikers for 
their consideration has met t he fate of 
the first, and has been rejected. This 
was a proposal made by Cardinal Man- 
ning mi his invitation, and which had 
not received the approval of the other 
mediators, nor of t he dock directors, 
tt provided for the immediate resump- 
tion of work by the strikers, and the 
concession of the increased pay demand- 
ed, to date from November first. .Mr. 
Burns told Cardinal Manning to-night 
that the temper of the men was such 
that it would he futile tu urge the No- 
vember compromise. 

Hiibscrlpllons I lowing in. 

LONDON, .Sept. 10. — .Subscriptions for 
the benefit of the strikers continue to 
How in, unit tho result is that many of 
the duck laborers arc faring better in 
idleness than they were while working, 
and though this i* only true of the more 
shiftless of the men, the fact has a po- 
tent influence in postponing the day of 
settlement.

Edwards, United States Consul at Ber- 
lin, subjected exporters to trivial vexa- 
tions in the matter of verifying invoices, 



thus hampering trade with America. 
The merchants intend to cull a meeting 
shortly to protest against Consul Ed- 
ward's action and request the German 
foreign ollice to intervene.

Samuel .Sullivan ('ox was born in 
Zauesvillo, Ohio, Sept. 30, 1824. Ho 
was educated at the Ohio university at 
Athens, and graduated at Brown, 1H4H. 
Adopting the profession of the law he 
returned to Ohio to begin practice, but 
soon laid it aside and went to Europe. 
On his return he became, in 1853, editor 
of the Columbus, O., Statesman, and 

from that timo turned his attention to 
political issues. Whilo editing this 
journal he published a gorgeous descrip-' 
tion, in Bophomoric strain, which pro- 
cured for him the sobriquet of " Sunset 
Cox." In 1855 he was offered the Sec- 
retaryship of Legation in London, hut 
deolined it, but soon after went to Limn, 
Peru, in a similar capacity. He remain- 
ed in Peru one year, and on his return was 
elected to Congress. During the Civil 
War he sustained the government by 
voting money and men, although he 
took a prominent part in opposing cer- 
tain policies of the administration. In 
1866 he took up his residence in New 
York City, and was re-elected to Con- 
gress in 1808. He was re elected in 
1874, 1876, 187S and 18S0, serving 
twelve consecutive years, making a 
total Congressional service on his part 
of twenty years. In thu summer of 
1SS2 Mr. Cox visited Sweden, Norway, 
Russia, Turkey and Greece. In 1885 
he was appointed minister to Turkey, 
hut returned to the United States in 
ISSli after a yoara's absence, and was 
again re-elected to Congress. He had 
the reputation of being an effective and 
humorous speaker, writer and lecturer. 
A few weeks ago he cume to tho const 
ind lectured in several of tho cities of.

"Jack the Ripper" Resumes' 
His Ghastly Work. 

The Last Murder the Most Hor- 
rible of the Series. 



An Usual, the Mysterious Assassin Ac- 
complishes the Deed and Kscapes 
Without Leaving a Trace. 



London, Sopt. 10.— At half past five 
this morning a policeman found the 
body of nn abandoned woman lying in 
the coiner of tho railway aroh spanning 
Cable street, in Whitecbapel. Exam- 
ination of tho body showed that the 
head and logs had been cut off nn'd car- 
ried away, and tho stomach ripped open, 
leaving the bowels lying upon tho 
ground. The polico authorities imtno- 
'liately placed a cordon of officers 
around the spot, but no arrests wore 
made. A policeman phased the place 
where the body was found every fifteen 
minutes throughout the night and saw 
nothing to arouse his suspicions. The 
physicians who examined the body be- 
lieve that tho murder occupied nearly 
an hour, and it is surmised that the 
murderer carried away the bead and 
legs in a hag. The murder is the most 
horrible of the whole Whiteohnpol 
series.

The murdered woman was about thirty 
years of age, and was evidently addicted 
to the use of spirituous liquors. Hor 
clothing was shabby. As yet she has 
not been identified. The murder has 
created tremendous excitement and a 
large crowd of agitated humanity sur- 
rounds the morgue whither the body 
was taken. Further examination ro voids 
tho fact that there was no blood on the 
ground where the body was found, nor 
was there any indications of a struggle. 
This confirms tho general belief that the 
womau was 

MURDERED IN A UOUSK 
aud her body taken to tho spot where it 
was discovered. The trunk was nude, 
and u torn and bloody chomiso was lying 
near it. Experts are of the opinion that 
the woman was killed two days ago. 
Three sailors were, subsequently to the 
discovery of tho body, found sleeping in 
the adjoining arch. They were arrested, 
hut convinced tho polico that they had 
neither Been nor heard anything of the 
murder and were discharged. 

TltHnil ARE TWO KIPFSRS. 

Men familiar with the details of the 
recent Londou horrors of this class say 
that this last murder must be classed 
with those known as the "embankment 
murders," of which there have now 
linen four in all, including tho one in 
which tho headless body of a victim 
was recently discovered in Chelsea, and 
of which tho head has nover been 
found. Although there is a general ro- 
semblance between tho horrible work of 
the two murders, in both special pains 
being taken lo mutilate tho victims and 
to carry oft' portions of tho bodies, the 
murderer in each case carried off n dif- 
ferent, portion. Besides, there are 
other evidences in oxpertness in 
tho surgical work involved iu all 
the mutilations, the embankiient 
murder being by far the most scientific 
of the two. For some timo it was di ubt- 
ml whether all these horrors were the 
work of cno or of two persons ; hut this 
last murder convinces the medical men 
iliat there arc two entirely distinct sots 
of murders and two different men re- 
sponsible for them. It is believed that 
in the present' instance the bod v was 
purposely brought to tho VVhiteclmpel 
district to throw thu polico off the 
scout, by inducing tho belief thai the 
body was that of another victim of 
"Jack the Ripper." Tho perpetrator, 
however, went to trouble that is en- 
tirely superfluous, for the police are as 
much in a fog about the one elms of 
murders as the other.

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A PROPOSED LAW REFORM. 

The proposal to establish ti Court of 
Criminal Appeal in Great Britain does 
not emanate from amateur reformers. 
It is advocated by experienced lawyers 
who know all that can lie known about 
tlie virtues ami the defects of British 
procedure in criminal cases. Lord 
Ksher, Master of the Rolls, believes that 
il is necessary, anil the London Times, 
which is in such matters exceedingly 
conservative, argues strongly in favor of 
tha reform. The Master of the Rolls in 
a letter to the Timoj gives a sketch of 
what, in his opinion, such a court ought 
to be. He makes it essential tiiat it 
must be prompt in its action. It must 
take up any case that is referred lo it 
without delay, and it should not lie re- 
stricted in any way with regard to the 
evidence that may come before it. The 
prime object of such a court would be to 
arrive at the truth regarding the crime 
for which the criminal was condemned, 
and any testimony at all calculated to 
throw light upon its commission, 
whether it was heard at t lit- original 
trial or not, should not berejeoted. He 
would have the court composed of seven 
judges, Sve of whom should lie a quo- 
rum. These judges should he hound in 
ease of n conviction anil .sentence of 
death at any inconvenience to- other 
business to attend in London 
within seven days lifter any such sen- 
tence, ami in other cases at any time 
fixed by the President of the Court. He 
would have this court lean to mercy's 
side, and any circumstances which 
might be regarded as extenuating should 
have their full weight with the judges. 
He would not take from the Crown the 
prerogative of mercy. The prisoner 
even after his conviction had been con- 
tinued by the Court of Criminal Appeal 
might be pardoned by the Sovereign. 
But the work of the Home Secretary in 
cases that had been reviewed by tho 
court would be very simple to what it is 
now, when hois virtually required to do 
the work of a Court of Appeal without 
posse wing the powers of judges to elicit 
tho truth or their experience in the in- 
van tig .it ion of criminal casos. The Home 
OAhm in England and the Department 
of Justice in Canada are now, to all in- 
tents and purposes, Courts of Appeal in 
capital eases, so that the establishment 
of such a court would not really be any- 
thing new. It would be merely sub- 
stituting a properly constituted court 
for OI13 that is confessedly defective. 

Tin- Times directs attention to the fact 
that I lie Home .Secretary is not only not 
a judge with the powers of u judge, but 
a politician, and must necessarily be in 
Quctn ed more or less by tin; public opin 
ion i if the hour. Its remarks tire as tip 
plieabld to the Canadian .Minister of, Jus 
tico OR they are to the Imperial Home 
Secretary. It says of the Homo Sec- 
retary : 

"Hcj has not power to examine wit- 
lusi ics or to administer an oath. He 
must rehear the case as best bo can with 
the aid of a report from the judge be- 
fore whom the trial has taken place, In 
the absence of a properly constituted 
Court of Appeal it is mi invidious task 
which is thrust upon the Home Score- 
tary. Public clamor la a thing which 
our judges can disregard. To a politi- 
cian it is of more consequence, l ie is a 
nerval t of many masters, and he would 
bo glad, we may be sure, to lie relieved 
of tli»' thankless task which brings him 
into collision with any of them." 

Lor, I Fitzgerald, who introduced the 
subject into the Housoof Lords, directed 
attention to tho anomaly of giving the 
right "> appeal in civil cases where only 
property is at stake and denying ft in 
criminal cases when character und lib- 
erty and life nro the issues. The con- 
clusion that this points to is that British 
law regards property of greater import- 
ance than the good name of a cili/eii or 

even his life Lawyers win. are wedded 

to tljU old system deny that any 
such inference can fairly lie drawn 
from the British practice, but when 
Dion o. ioihmon senso see a fellow citi- 
zen condemned to a disgraceful death, 
it may be, by an ignorant jury under 
the direction of a prejudiced judge, 
witltoti an appeal from the unrighteous 
Verdict; and when they know that in a 
ease in which property to the iiinouiit of 
two or three hundred dollars is involved 
the suitor who considers himself injured 
by the decision of judge and jury has 

the privilege of appealing to u higher 
court they know that the lawyers must 
be wrong, though they may not be able 
tn show exactly how or where. The 
Lord Chancellor la opposed to tho estab- 
lishment of a oourl of criminal appeal. 
'I'li« fillies says of him that "he appears 
to I, i imbued with the old-fashioned 
prejudice which prevailed thirty or| 



forty years »^r>." The tone of the Eng- 
lish newspapers, in our opinion, makes it 
quite certain that a court of criminal 
appeal will, before very long, bo estab- 
lished in Croat Britain. 



HIT AM FLOUTING. 

The Naval Manoeuvres attracted 
much attention in Great Britain. The 
fleet was divided into an attacking and 
an invading force, Tho invaders were 
commanded by Admiral Baird, und the 
shores of Great Britain were defended 
by Admiral Tryon. Very shortly after 
war was declared hostilities were com- 
menced. Admiral Tryon, who is a 
tighter of t ho dashing sort, aleatned 
ovor to Ireland (the enemy's country) 
and took three of its principal seaports, 
Watmford, Dublin and Belfast. Of 
course tho taking is done according to 
rulo. A city or a ship must consider 
itsolf beaten or taken when it linds itself 
in certain circumstances which, if the 
warfare were actual, would be certain, 
or almost certain, to make resistance 
inneffeotual. For instance, Admiral 
Try on's cruisers and torpedo bouts were 
able to get into the ports we have 
named without meeting any resistance 
from Admiral Band's licet. They re- 
mained in the harbors long enough to 
take possession of them, and therefore 
t hey were bound to consider themselves 
taken, and Admiral Tryon scored so 
many points in the great game. 

After this brilliant manoeuvre had 
been successfully executed and the vic- 
tors were steaming along the south coast 
of Ireland they fell in with a part of the 
enemy's licet. The defenders outnum- 
bered the invaders, and after a short but 
decisive battle. Admiral Tracey captured 
three of the insolent invader's ships. 
These were the Hero, the Imniortalito, 
and the Camperdown. This was a great 
stroke of luck as well as a glorious vie- 
toryfor the defenders, Admiral Baird's, 
the invading fleet, on their way to 
threaten London parted in a fog. Ad- 
miral Tryon who, on the previous day, 
had been favored with clear weather on 
a different part of the coast, came unex- 
pectedly on one Bquadron of tho divided 
fleet and gained the success we have 
spoken of. Admiral Baird's fleet, after 
the disaster, took refuge in Quecnstowil 
harbor. The result might have been 
somewhat different if the guns had been 
shotted and if the Camperdown, which 
is a splendid ship, hail been at liberty to 
use her ram. The fault that the first 
Napoleon had with the British was that 
they did not know when they were 
beaten might have been committed by 
the commanders of the captured ships, 
and they might have done considerable 
damage to their opponents, and Ht the 
least, have got safely to port. This tight- 
ing by rule and being obliged to consider 
themselves beaten and taken do not 
suit the British constitution very well ; 
and we are, therefore, not surprised to 
find that there is a great deal of grumb- 
ling among the officers ot the invading 
licet, who consider that they have not 
had fair play. 

On the 23rd of last month Admiral 
Tryon had very much the best of it. He 
proved that the shores of England could 
be successfully defended by a fleet under 
the command of a watchful and energetic 
Admiral. Rut a war, whether on hind 
or sea, In which no allowance is mado 
for what is called the "fortune of war" 
cannot, we think, be properly con- 
sidered very much like actual warfare. 
Although war has become to a great ex- 
tent scientific, its science can hardly yet 
he considered "exact." The mathemat- 
ician cannot, when he knows what 
are the numbers of two opposing fleets, 
the tonnage of the vessels, their charac- 
ter and their armament, calculate with 
certainty which will be victorious. 
There is surely some margin to be left 
for pluck and skill, and good luck. We 
nee that Admiral Tryon was exceedingly 
lucky, lie had clear weather when his 
opponent was bewildered in a fog, and 
his falling in with a part of the enemy's 
fleet was a mere matter of chance and 
not of calculation. If fortune had fav- 
ored the other side. If he had had the 
fog and the Acllill fleet the clear 
weather the result would have been 
very different. Who knows but that 
Admiral Baird might by this time have 
laid London under contribution, and 
have made it possible for the invading 
army to land on some unguarded part 
nf the British coast. 



YANKEE BOUNCE. 

A Mr. Hill, who it appears is one of 
the American "scientists" who held 
their meeting in Toronto a few days 
ago, read u pu per before the Economic 
and Statistic Section of the American 
Association which has given great of- 
fence to many patriotic Canadians. Mr. 
Hill's essay, if it is as the Ontario pa- 
pers describe if, was a great deal more 
like a stump speech or a Fourth of , Inly 
oration than a scientific pupor read be- 
fore an association of savants. Mr. Hill, 
it appears, bragged about the United 
States and made very little of the Dom- 
inion of Canada, His object apparent- 
ly was to prove that Canada cannot 
maintain a separate existence, hut must 
sooner or later become an integral part 
of the United States. If he did not say 
this offensively, we do not see what our 
Ontario fellow - subjects have to be 
offended at. -Mr. Hill has a right to 
bis opinion. He is not the only Ameri- 
can who thinks and says that the United 
States can whip all creation not only in 
war, but in every department of indus- 
try, science, and art. An exhibition of 
national conceit is very harmless, Il is 
even amusing, It lines ii Vankee good 
to get off a little of his superfluous gas 
sometimes, and wo are not at all sure 
that the very high opinion he has of 
himself and bis capabilities docs not 
help to make him the very smart man 
that he is. His magnifying himself and 
his country does Canada and Canadians 
no sort of harm. It gratifies him and it 
Iocs not hurt us. Why, then, should 
tve not regard with indulgence his out- 
bursts of what he considers patriotism 1 

.Men who have arrived at middle ago 
or past it can remember the time in 
which the Yankee, when the patriotic 
lit was mi him, looked down upon Cuiiii- 
iliuns with BOVerelgn contempt. Ho 

idly deigned to milieu Canada's exist- 
ence. When In- thought of Canada at 
nil he regarded it with a sort of good 

unfitted indifference Though as n 
trader he is the must jealinu of 

mortals he, for value recolvod, agreed 
tn a treaty of reciprocity with the Brit' 



ish American Colonies, as they wore 
then called. When ho came to have 
closer dealings with his Canadian cousin 
it could be seen that lie began to respect 
him. After a while he paid him tho 
compliment of being jealous of him as a 
trader. In a fit of jealous anger 
lie abrogated the reciprocity treaty. 
He thought, and said at tho time, 
that Canadians could not do without 
the United States market for their 
natural products. They must have 
reciprocity with the States or starve. 
But to hia surprise he found out that 
although reciprocity wus denied them, 
Canadians did not starve. On tho con- 
trary, they r kept in good condition und 
increased and multiplied on the face of 
the earth. Cousin Jonathan found in 
time that trade with Canada was of 
considerable importance to him, and his 
respect for Canadians increased. By 
and by Canadians became united, and 
began lo build railroads, to manufacture 
goods and to get on in the world. Then 
it seemed to strike him that so rich a 
country and so energetic a people would 
make u valuable addition to the United 
States, und he set to work to try to con- 
vince Canadians that the United 
States were necessary to them, and 
be believed, too, that all he had to do 
was to wait and Canada like a ripe pear 
would diop at his feet. Hut Canada did 
not drop. On the contrary, she con- 
tinued to grow more and more self- 
reliant, und to make Jonathan feel that 
alio could get along very well without 
him. Then he began to show a little 
bad temper and tried to pick a quarrel 
nbout Canadian codfish and mackerel 
und about the competing railways of 
Canada. Rut Canada did not mind his 
pettishness, She went on her way 
without earing a great deal whether bo 
was pleased or displeased. And that is 
her attitude just now when Scientist 
Hill comes across the border to tell US 
that we are not lung and nobody, hut that 
if we are very good the United States 
will take pity on us and adopt us. 
There are Canadians who are so foolish 
as to feel angry when they sec Ids pat- 
ronizing airs noil hear his boastful 
speeches. Hut is it worth while? He 
is our guest, and il he does not know bis 
place, we ought to show him that we 
know ours. We can afford lo smile at 
his rhodomontade. All that we have 
to do is to keep on as we are doing, each 
man doing his duty by his country, 
making the most of it, and let the future 
take care of itself. "Self-reliance" 
should be the Canadian's watchword. If 
he is self-reliant and self-respecting as 
well, he will care very little for the 
bounce of Scientist Hill or anyone else.

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> MAKERS OF MONEY. 

Tho Lai-unit Mint |ln tho World at nir- 
nilnglinm, Eng. 

It is by no moans genornll/ known that 
nn appreciable proportion of our bronzo and 
silver coins at present 111 circulation never 
saw the dies of the Royal mint on Towor 
hill, but aro mako lu .Birmingham, suys tbo 
Pall MnJI Gazette. 

Hnvo you nevor noticed a little letter II 
on some of tho pennies you have had from 
timo to timo in your bands! This is the 
superscription of Messrs. Ralph Hoaton & 
Hons, tho proprietors of tho Birmingham 
mint Tho grandfather of tbo present 
Ralph Ileaton whojinvontcd tho hot shot used 
at tho siogo of Gibraltar was pointed out by 
General Elliott as "tho man who saved 
llibraltar." Money has been made in Bir- 
mingham for a long timo back. Matthew 
llimlton issued a large quantity of tho old- 
faslijoned copper coinage, and in 1850 tbo 
lioatons bought tho maohinory of tho Soho 
works when it was sold. Of course, tho 
machinery which they uso at present is es- 
sentially modern and of thoir own construc- 
tion. So successful has it been that they 
have supplied all tho now used presses to 
tho royal mint, and have entirely litted up 
the brand-new imperial mint that tho 
Chinese Government has recently gone in 
for, and as this establishment covers more 
than six acres of ground, and will contain 
ninety presses, while our own Tower hill 
mint can number only sixteen, tho impor- 
tance of the work may bo understood. Tho 
now Chinese mint is, indeed, tho largest in 
the world. But Messrs. ileaton have made 
money for nearly every civilized and un- 
civilized country. Every colony has hud 
money from Birmingham, Among foreign 
orders may be mentioned between 3,000 and 
4,000 tons of quarter-annas for India. 

As to tho coming trad o, it may be briefly 
said that money making is very much like 
button making. You prepare your metal 
and stamp it out and there you are in either 
case. The chief difference between tho two 
industries appears to be that, while thoro is 
a demand for buttons all tlie year round, 
coining necessarily proceeds in a series of 
"bursts." At the mint the visitor is ilrst 
shown the stores. In the bronzo depart- 
ment there were somo twenty tons of cop- 
per ingots piled up and about as much 
metal for alloy, and a good deal of rolled 
copper. The intrinsic valuo of coin varioa 
according to tho country. Our coinage is 
about tho best. The bronze is made from 
ninety-live per cent, of copper, four per 
cent, of tin and one per cent, of zinc. The 
silver contains 9.25 of silvor to 1.75 of cop- 
per. Tho copper and silver storos and 
weighing out departments aro kept sepa- 
rate, one metal being of moro value than 
tho other, and it being necessary to be more 
exact In tho case of tho bronze than in that 
of the silver coins. The process through 
which tho metal goes from which bronze 
coins are struck is simple. First, it is 
melted up in crucibles ; second, it is formed 
into bars by means of tho moulds into 
which it is poured; third, it is rolled; fourth, 
it is heated to soften it; llfth, it is thrown 
into c ild water, by which means it 
is prevented from cracking when, sixth, 
it is again rolled; seventh, the copper 
strips are dropped into diluted acid 
bathB in order to be cleaned ; eighth, they 
aro rolled agnin. Tho strips aro then taken 
to tho cutting-out machine, in which, the 
metal being inserted, the blanks arc rapid- 
ly and automatically struck out, lu tho 
room Where this is done— a peculiar small 
coin for tho East was being cut out during 
my visit— thero aro blanks all about the 
floor. Trampling over them, the visitor no- 
tices a little machino into which two girls 
push blanks through a tube as fast as they 
can crush them in. This apparatus mills 
the edges of tho blanks, and, when they 
have boon milled, they are ready to be an- 
nealed. The annealing is done by placing 
tho blanks in air-tight pots and putting the 
pots into a furnace. On being emptied out 
of the pots the blanks are black and scaly. 
An acid bath and a good rubbing in a re- 
volving barrel half full of sawdust soon 
polishes them, however, and they are then 
ready to receive the impress of tho dies. 
The metal which is made into silver coins 
practically goes through the samo process. 
In weighing the copper blanks (by the hun- 
dred) moro "tolerance" is, of course, per- 
mitted than could be allowed in the case of 
silvor coins. Tho annealing to which the 
coins aro subjected is done to make them 
Ie*s brittle, and, therefore, more likely to 
take tho impress of tho dies properly. To 
ascertain when tho rolled-out metal has 
reached tho requisite thinness, one blank is 
struck from the middlo of each silver strip 
and weighed. Tho copper strips Of o judged 
simply by gauge. 

It is much easier to coin silver and copper 
than gold. A bit of copper or silver lost, or 
a lew blanks unaccounted for, do not make 
much difference, but tho smallest loss of 
gold is a more or less serious matter. Even 
when the commoner metals ore beingminted 
tho men have to account for what is en 
trusted to them, and they stand on gratings 
that metal may not stick to their boots, and 
in certain parts of the money factory they 
are not allowed out from morning till night, 
tneirdinners being brought to them. 

As has been said, tbo pieces are not 
weighed singly, but in quantities. The 
process of impressing the inscription on 
both sides of the blanks is a superlatively 
simple one. where modern machinery is con- 
cerned. A dozen large coining presses, one 
tho biggest in the world, stand together 
in one room. Each machine is furnished 
with abrass tube like the mouth of an of- 
ttce-speaking pipe, and iuto the aperture in 
question girls simply drop the blanks as 
quickly as they like. The almost noiseless 
machine is quite automatic; the blanks aro 
quietly pushed by it one by one between the 
obverse and the revorso dieB, the dies come 
together, and the blanks move on and 
smartly rattle down a tube into a box 
placed to catch them. Tho biggest press is 
sufficiently powerful to have stamped such 
largo affairs as tho jubilee medals, which 
aro three inches in diameter. When the 
blanks have been converted into coins by 
the dies they are, for easier and more cer- 
tain inspection and for counting, spread out 
on "counting boards" which have exactly 
ahundred holes. When finally passed, they 
aro packed into strong boxes or barrels.

The revenue authorities say that the 
regulations with regard to p. sting the 
label required by law to packages of to- 
bacco and cigars are being disregarded 
and that they intend in future to insist 
upon all the requirements of the law be- 
ing strictly complied with. The label 
now used is not nearly large enough. 
Manufacturers and dealers would do 
well to inform themselves as to what are 
the exact requirements of the Inland 
Revenue department and have their 
packages labelled in every respect as the 
law directs, it will be best ill every 
way for them to avoid all difficulties 
with the department, particularly as 
complying with its regulations properly 
is almost, if not altogether, as easy as 
complying with them improperly and ir- 
regularly. 



I be Whirlwind mi Lulu Island. 

The Columbian furnishes the follow- 
ing particulars of the whirlwind which 
swept over Lulu Island oil Monday 
morning during a heavy ruin storm: 
Conflicting currents of air met on the 
south shore of Lulu Island and formed 
a funnel shaped column, which, com- 
mencing small at first, gradually in- 
creased in volume until it had attained 
tho proportions of a heavy whirlwind. 
It moved in a north-westerly course 
accross thu island, raising a dense cloud 
of dust as it went, and gradually dis- 
appeared in the direction of Vancouver.

THE AN CON DISASTER. 

The Accident MlRlit Have Happened to 
Any Vessel. 

Captains Bryant and Bullene, steam- 
boat inspectors, of Puget Sound, will go 
lo Alaska on the next steamer for the 
purpose of inspecting 18 vessels that 
ply in the waters of that territory. 

Captain Bryant being asked when an 
investigation of the Aticon disaster 
would take place, replied that it 
would be some time after the return 
of himself and Captain Bullene from 
Alaska. 

The accident, be said, from what he 
could learn of it, was one that might 
happen anyone. The wharf at Lorillg 
is located on a narrow passage which is 
not more than a quarter of a mile wide, 
it is the practice to swing steamers 
around by means of the stern line so as 
to avoid running into the shore, and 
this was east off by mistake. The cur- 
rent and the wind set in toward the 
shore on the same side as the wharf, and 
this aided by the fact that there was not 
room enough for the vessel to turn in 
landed her on the reef. 

There was a pinnacle of stone at tho 
bow and the stern, with nothing for 
the vessel to rest on between. The t ide 
rises and falls 24 feet at Luring. The 
receding tide left the vessel in such an 
awkward position that she broke in two 
in the middle.

The Public School Board met promptly 
at 8 o'clock last evening for their regular 
monthly meeting, there being present 
Mr. Charles Hayward, in the Chair, Col. 
Wolfeudcn, Trustees Erskine, Hcistcr- 
man, Dr. Morrison and E, Mallaudaine. 
COMMUNICATIONS. 

From Hon. John Robson, as follows: 
The Municipal Corporation has applied 
to the Government for a strip of 00 feet 
off the west end of the public school 
reserve, with a view to opening a street 
between Yates and Fort streets, and 
bringing into line the present roadway- 
leading from Fort street to the school 
grounds. The creation of such a street 
would appear to be in the public inter- 
est, and 1 have intimated to the corpor- 
ation that, with the approval of the 
Board of School Trustees, the Govern- 
ment would be disposed to seek the 
necessary legislation. 1 shall be glad to 
be informed of the views of the Board 
upon the subject. 

Trustee Fleisterman thought that the 
city should bear the expense of putting 
up the fences and performing the other 
necessary work incident to the opening 
of the new road. 

Moved by Trustee Heisterman, sec- 
onded by Trustee Erskine, that this 
board approves of the granting of sixty- 
feet of the school reserve for a public 
road, and recommends the same to the 
government, provided that the corpora- 
tion constructs suitable fences and 

gates. 

Trustee Mallaudaine was of the 
opinion that the properly owners along 
the new street should contribute half of 
the strip of laud required to open it up. 
Sixty feet was a big strip of land to 
take from the school reserve. He 
wanted to know if a 30-foot strip could 
not be taken from private property J *~" 

The chairman was afraid that BUch a 
proposition would kill the scheme. 

The resolution was carried. 

From Miss Wolfeudcn resigning her 
position as teacher of the fourth division 
of the boy's school. On million of Trus- 
tees Heisterman and Erskine the resig- 
nation was accepted, the board expres- 
sing sincere regret at losing Miss Wol- 
fonden's services on the teaching staff, 

From E. IJ. Houghton, asking for the 
position of director and teacher of 
physical culture for the High and Pub- 
lie Schools. 

Trustee Heisterman said that he had 
received a call from Mr. Houghton, who 
was a thoroughly practical teacher. 
Gymnastics should be taught in the 
schools, everyone would admit; but he 
did not know that it was necessary to 
employ a teacher. Mr. Offorhaus coifld 
teach the subject if lie had time; and he 
thought the government might increase 
Mr. Offerhaus' salary if he would agree 
to teach the additional subject of physi- 
cal culture. 

Col. Wolfeudcn remarked that a 
short time ago a resolution respecting 
the teaching of club swinging 
passed, asking tho Government tc 
it to the school routine. Nothing 
been heard of that resolution since 

Mr. Offerhans, on being request 
to do, addressed the Board briefly, 
vising that when the Weather did not 
permit of football, baseball, etc. , a school 
gymnasium should be erected. He felt 
quite capable of securing the necessary 
funds to build and equip a very useful 
littlu gymnasium by subscriptions 
among the scholars or by a concert, if 
the Board considered it desirable. He 
could also teach gymnastics of all kinds 
and would not ask one cent of pay. He 
would not, however, advise the addition 
of physical culture and gymnastics to 
the school routine. There were sub- 
jects enough to be studied already. 

Trustees Erskine and Morrison moved 
that Mr. Offerhaus be given permission 
to raise the necessary funds for the pur- 
chase of gymnasium apparatus by con- 
cert or otherwise. Carried, 

Oil motion it was decided to hold an 
adjourned meeting on Saturday evening 
next to consider applications for the va- 
cancy caused by Miss Wolfenden's re- 
signation.
